INGALLS AFLOAT AND UNINJURED. 

Army Transport Escapes From Dan¬ 
gerous Reef at High Tide. 

Manila.—The United States trans¬ 
port Ingalls with (lenerul Miles and 
party on board, which struck on a 
reef while entering the harbor of Le- 
gaspi, Luzon, on Saturday, floated at 
high tide the same day. The vessel 
struck ou a coral reef while going at 
a speed of nine knots. The shock 
raised the ship two feet along its en¬ 
tire length. Captain Brugire has ex 
plained that he was trying to save 
twenty minutes by running through 
the charted channel between the reefs 
id the center of the Gulf of Alhay iu 
a straight lino for Legaspi, instead of 
following the usual chanuel. A 
Spanish vessel, which was asked to 
give assistance, asked 8100,000 (Mexi¬ 
can) as salvage, hut these terms were 
declined. Captain Brugire pumped 
out the vessel’s water ballast and she 
floated without aid. It is believed 
that the Ingalls is undamaged. 

The cholera is spreading among the 
Moro towns ou the west coast of Min¬ 
danao and there is much destitution 
among the people. Quarantine in¬ 
creases the suffering by stopping work 
and the movement of supplies. Gen¬ 
era] Davis has’telegraphed to General 
Sumner directing the distribution of 
food supplies to the sufferers. The 
disease is disappearing from the city. 

Idaho Lands Withdrawn. 

Lewiston, Idaho.—Notification has 
been received by the Lewiston Land 
Office from Commissioner Hermann 
of the General Land Office of the 
temporary withdrawal of 2,300,000 
acres in Idaho and Boise counties ly¬ 
ing south of the present Bitter Root 
forest reserve, pending an investiga¬ 
tion as to the advisability of adding 
the territory to the reserve. With 
this addition the Bitter Root reserve 
will comprise 5,300,000 acres, or an 
area as large as the State of Massa¬ 
chusetts. The lands now temporarily 
withdrawn lie along the Salmon river 
watershed and include Thunder 
mountain, Marshall Lake, Warren’s 
and other mining districts.

William Shoemake, oue of the early 
settlers of Modesto county, dropped 
dead while his wife was reading him 
the newspaper. He was highly re¬ 
spected and a man of means. lie was 
a native of Indiana, aged 70 years, 
and came to California in 1852. 

| Francisco Leon, a rancher living 
seven miles northeast of San Fernan¬ 
do, north of Los Angeles, died from 
the effects of a tarantula bite. This 
is the tirst known case iu that section 
of death resulting from the venom of 
that insect. Leon was bitten Satur- 
! day last and suffered great agony uu- 
| til the end came. 

A special to the Portland Oregonian 
from Lakeview, Or., says: ,1. E. Mc- 
Garrey, one of the proprietors of the 
Lake County Examiner, died from 
the effects of an overdose of morphine 
administered by Fred Magillou. The 
drug was given hypodermically to in¬ 
duce sleep. MoGarrey was well known 
in San Francisco, where he engaged 
iu newspaper work previous to 1899, 
when he went to Lakeview. 

Dr. P. Howe, a retired physiciau, 
was found dead iu bed at the home of 
Lorenzo D. Gowan, iu Santa Ana. 
From the condition of the body the 
doctor had evidently expired during 
the night. He lived alone in a part 
of the house, aud it was not noticed 
that he had uot been around as usual. 
Dr. Howe had a sou, Dr. A. J. Howe, 
in San Franiisco, aud anot.hei son, a 
physician, iu St. Louis. 

Colonel J. P. Jones, Customs In¬ 
spector at Campo, brought to San 
Diego and placed in jail a Chinese, 
Charley Sam, who is regarded as a i 
ringleader iu a gang which is engaged 
in systematically smuggling Chinese 
into this country from Lower Califor- | 
ilia. Word was received a few days 
ago that Charley Sam had left Ense¬ 
nada with a gang of contrabands, and 
the Inspector watched for him aud 
caught him at Teoarte. He found ou 
the prisoner two .long knives and a 
revolver. 

The Tucson, A. T., Star has receiv¬ 
ed advices from high Government, 
officials at Hermosillo, Sonora, to the 
effoct that recent reports of Yaqui 
outrages iu the State of Sonora are 
absolutely false, and that reports I 
sent out during the last mouth of ' 
murders of mining men aud travelers j 
in the state of Sonora emanated from 
irresponsible parties. It is stated 
that Captain Sullivan, the American 
mining engineer who was murdered 
last week, was uot killed by Yaquis, 
but by Mexican bandits who were 
aware that he was coming with a) 
I large amount of money. j 

Fire broke out in the plant of the 1 
Hercules Oil Refining Company, situ¬ 
ated about four miles from the center 
of Los Angeles, on the extreme boun¬ 
dary. An explosion iu one of the as- 
phultum tanks caused by the drip¬ 
pings of rain ou the hot liquid is 
j supposed to have caused the fire. 
The wind happened to be in the west 
i and the flames were thus prevented 
! from running to the main portion of 
the distilling plant, where great dam¬ 
age would have been done. The loss 
will be about 825,000, with little in 
surance because of the refusal of in¬ 
surance companies to take_risks ou j 
propel ty of this nature. 

After a delay of eight years the l 
' Government is preparing to take ac- 
I tion to recover ou the official bond of 
| Myron H. Savage, first superintend- | 
j ent of the Indian training school at 
I Perris, who defaulted in 1894, and 
'has been entirely lost sight of ever! 
j since. The Government, through 
! Deputy District Attorney McKeeby, 
will take depositions at Riverside in 
| the suit instituted by the United 
i States Attorney for the district of 
I Oregon to recover 88923.27|from John 
i H. Winthorn and Benjamin S. Cook, j 
sureties on Savage’s bond. This sum 
is said to represent the peculations of 
Savage from 1891 to 1894. Six crim¬ 
inal indictments are hanging over 


him, but he is supposed to be in a 
foreign land. 

Advices have been received at Vic¬ 
toria, B. C., that the British naval 
demonstration against China as a re¬ 
sult of the refusal of the Chinese 
Government to punish the officials in 
Huuau who refused to provide protec¬ 
tion for Revs. Bruce and Lewis, the 
missionaries murdered at Chen Chou, 
has resulted in an edict, boiug made 
by the Empress Dowager on Novem¬ 
ber 2d for the decapitation of the offi¬ 
cials and the imprisonment of the 
minor officials. The Chinese Govern¬ 
ment refused to puuish these officials 
as requested by the British Minister, 
and the Governor of Hunan, iu an 
official communication regarding the 
murders, used the term “barbarians” 
to designate the dead missionaries 
This incensed the British Minister 
and he again called on China to puu¬ 
ish the officials. The Imperial Gov¬ 
ernment persisted in its refusal and 
at. the request of the Minister the 
British made a naval demonstration, 
iu which the tirst-olass cruiser Am- 
phitrite aud the sloops Algernine and 
Aspiegele took part, and the battle¬ 
ships Ocean and Albion and the 
cruisers Talbot and Blenheim also 
started from Hongkong bound north. 
This brought the Chinese Government 
to time and the officials were ordered 
to be executed. 

Capper deposits of exceeding rich¬ 
ness have beeu treated in the Alma- 
den region, which is apparently dos- 
tiued to become as famous for its 
copper output as it has heretofore 
.been for tbe supply of quicksilver, 
which has constituted Santa Clara 
county’s sole mining resource. Ex¬ 
perts unhesitatingly declare that the 
mine is far moro valuable than any 
previously found iu California, and 
that the quality of the ore surpasses 
that of the mines in Michigan along 
the shores of Lake Superior. The 
mine is located less than 500 yards 
from the Almaden quicksilver mine, 
just, across the canyon, and a trifle 
southeast. It is native mat copper 
aud red oxide, the richest variety 
known. Specimens taken at random 
have assayed as high as 95 per ceut 
pure copper. Since its real value has 
become apparent the property has 
been priceless. Over thirty years ago 
a‘copper discovery was made at Alma- 
den. In 1807 copper ore , was. ilj^wri 
to San Francisco by mule team and 
shipped to England. It proved rich, 
but the vein soon pinched out. Thu 
present streak is forty feet deep and 
yields 200 pounds of copper to a ton

FRICK DETERMINED 

TO OUTDO CARNEGIE 

To Give Pittsburg a University 
That Will Make Technical 
School Look Cheap. 

Pittsburg, Pa.—“Henry Clay Frick, 
the coke magnate, will give to the 
city of Pittsburg a great university 
that will make the much-talked-of 
polytechnical school of Andrew Car¬ 
negie look like 30 cents.” These 
were the exact words of a statement 
issued by a close friend of Frick, 
who is thoroughly conversant with 
all his affairs. 

Since F’rick left the Carnegie Steel 
Company, after what ho claimed was 
a rough deal from Carnegie, the two 
have been bitter enemies. Frick has 
done everything in his power to make 
the efforts of Carnegie look cheap. 
Some years ago Carnegie erected what 
was then the finest office building in 
Pittsburg. After the quarrel Frick 
bought the property all around it. 
He haH just finished the Frick build¬ 
ing, an immense structure which 
towers above tho Carnegie building, 
which it adjoins, aud makes it look 
like a pigmy. 

According to the authority that 
gave out this statement, Frick will 
uot only pay for the erection of the 
buildings, but will donate the ground 
upon which the university is erected, 
and then set aside 82,500,000 as an en¬ 
dowment fund, or as much in addi¬ 
tion as may be necessary. 

According to the statement which 
leaked out, no matter what amount of 
money Carnegie spends on his build¬ 
ings for the polytechnic, school, Frick 
will double discount them. F’rick 
has several noted architects traveling 
iu Europe studying the most elabo¬ 
rate styles of architecture. 


New York Editor Killed. 

New York.—Nelson Hersh, editor 
of the Sunday edition of the New 
York World, was instantly killed near 
his home at West Brighton, Staten 
Island, by being thrown from a bug¬ 
gy. fie fell on his head, breaking 
his neck and fracturing his skull. 
Mr. Hersh was driving home before 
daylight and his. vehicle ran into a 
ditch which he could not see.

; weie destroyed by lire last week, 
j Miss Florence MeFurlan, aged 21

wife of Frank Young, at, one time a 
purchasing agent, was arrested its be¬ 
ing the supposed murderess. Ven¬ 
geance was the cause for the deed. 
Mrs. Young claims Miss McF’arhni 
came between her and her husband. 

The demand for early celery in t’al- 
ifbrnia this year is exceeding tho 
supply. Although the growers in t lie 
peat land near Santa Aim anticipated 
an unusual demand this year, and 
planted accordingly, yet, there is con¬ 
siderable shortage. So far, Los An¬ 
geles and Sim Francisco havo taken 
the bulk of the local shipments. In 
about t hree weeks the later varieties 
will come in, when large shipments 
will be made to Eastern markets. 
Orange county will ship about 2000 
carloads of celery to the Eastern mar- 
; kets during the winter season. 

Colonel Tonuochy, commanding the 
southern eoliynn of the British expe¬ 
dition engaged in putting down tho 
uprising of the Waziri tribesmen on 
i the Afghan frontier, found a strong 
i tower at Uuwutt.i held by six outlaws 
v *’ i refused to surrender. The shells 
from the British guns made little im¬ 
pression on the fort until evening, 
when the tower was stormed and all 
its defenders were killed. The Brit¬ 
ish losses were comparatively heavy. 
Besides Colonel Tonuochy, who was 
I wounded and subsequently died, Cap¬ 
tain White of the Third Sikhs was 
killed while leading the storming 
i party and Captains Davis and Houston 
(and Lieutenant Airy and eight of the 
native troops were wounded. The 
tower was razed. 

J. Pierpout Morgan of Now York 
! has given 1 ceut to the Women’s 
League of the Congregational Church 
J of Flint, Michigan. Tho League held 
jau “experience social” at which tho 
j several members told how they had 
earned 81 to ho used in the work of 
the society. One member had earned 
1 99 cents by her own efforts and stop¬ 
ped there. In her dire extremity sho 
I wrote to Morgan for the other cent to 
make up her contribution and receiv- 
] od from the great financier a courte¬ 
ous note inclosing the cent and con- 
(turning the assurance that if the 
j Women’s League of Flint ever needed 
j to be helped out of a tight place again 
j he might be counted on to come to 
j the rescue. 

A special to the New York Herald 
from North Sydney, N. S., says: 

1 From Cornwall to Nova Scotia the 
1 Carlo Alberto, an Italian cruiser, 
made the transatlantic voyage with- 
! out once breaking communication 
with shore. Wireless signals wore 
| exchanged from midocean with both 
(the new aud old worlds. Finally sig¬ 
nals were exchanged between the 
I Marconi stations at Poldhu, Cornwall 
j and Tablehead, N. S. Marconi con- 
llrms ull this. Aboard the Carlo Al¬ 
berto there is great rejoicing. The 
ship is gayly decorated with bunting. 
Messages of congratulation havo been 
received by Signor Marconi from all 
over the world, and be has sent, to 
I the King of Italy a message announc¬ 
ing all that has been accomplished 
and complimenting his majesty upon 
the part Italy has played in tho un¬ 
dertaking. 

An investigation into the whole 
subject of fruit shipments to England 
shows that the trade is on a broader 
basis this year than it has ever been 
before. The largest handlers of Cali¬ 
fornia fruits in London say that the 
1 season for imported fruits, which is 
; now practically over save for a few 
! late shipments of Paris apples, has 
i on the whole been decidedly success¬ 
ful. The American growers have beeu 
experimenting this year with all sorts 
of fruits and with the various meth¬ 
ods of packing and refrigerating. 


J American grapes and green tigs, how¬ 
ever, cannot compete against the pro¬ 
ducts of the south of Franco under 

ordinary conditions, and the British 
public can never be educated to a 
taste for watermelons, and, moreover, 
while Spanish cantoloupes are exceed 
iagly cheap, the cost of freight will 
shut out Americans from this depart 
merit. We have not felt any ellect 
from the Cuban and Porto Rican com¬ 
petition in the tropical market, and 
I we do uot expect to get better ha- 
' mums than are now received from Ja- 
! rnaiea, says a London dealer. 

Lake Steamer Sunk. 

Detroit, Mich.—The steamer Chile 
of Buffalo was sunk in the Detroit 
river off Amherst in a collision with 
the steamers Oswego of Buffalo and 
the H. B. Tuttle. The Oswego and 
Tuttle were almost abreast when the 
' Tuttle veered against the Oswego and 
caused her to crash into the Chile. 
No one was injured. The Chile is 320 
feet long. She has a big hole in her 
starboard side at the third gangway, 
where the Oswego plowed into her. 
The Oswego is only slightly damaged. 

Imagined He Was Emperor’s Son. 

London.—A special dispatch from 
Vienna announced that a well-dressed 
individual, evidently insane, accosted 
a sentry on duty at the entrance of 
the llottmrg and said that ho was tho 
Emperor's son, Rudolph, and that he 
wished to see lus father. The stran¬ 
ger, who is said t o be a merchant, of 
Hamburg, was taken to the guardroom 
aud searched. A revolver was found 
in his pocket, and also a white staff, 
l which he called his “magic wand.” 
He was committed to an asylum.

Voluntary Increases of Wages by 
Some of the Largest Rail¬ 
way Systems. 

New York.— R. (i. Dun & Co.’s 
Weekly Review of Trade says: 

Voluntary increases of wages by j 
some of the hugest railway systems! 
in the country bear eloquent testi¬ 
mony to the amount of business han¬ 
dled in the past and emphasize the 
confidence of the officials in coutin- 1 
ued heavy traffic. Moreover, by this | 
addition of large sums to the pur- i 
chasing power of railway employes 
there is assurance of u larger demand 
for all stuple linos of merchandise. 
Temporarily, sales of seasonable lines 
of wearing apparel are retarded by 
mild weather, but this loss will he 
fully made up when low temperature 
becomes general. Preparations for 
holiday trudo are on an unprecedent¬ 
ed scale, especially at interior points. 
There is no relief as to the conges¬ 
tion of railway traffic nor any imme¬ 
diate prospect of free movements at 1 
tho points of most serious blockade. 

Heavy lines of dry goods and foot¬ 
wear need tho stimulus of cold weath¬ 
er. Orders for spring shoes are com¬ 
ing forward freely and there is sup¬ 
plementary buying of winter goods 
on a moderate scale. Retailors have 
much money tied up in rubber goods, 
for which there has been little de¬ 
mand. Both sole and upper leather 
are quiet. No concessions are ob¬ 
tained on hides except where new 
offerings are of inferior quality, al¬ 
though stocks have increased and the 
Western markets are qu et.

THE CARIBS OF DOMINICA. 

Here* Saracei Who Have Dropped 
Their Man Eating Ways. 

A recent colonial report on the Carlba 
of Dominica Is interesting. Very mys¬ 
terious Is the origin of the fierce sav¬ 
ages, now almost extinct, who were in 
possession of the smaller West Indian 
Islands when the first white man burst 
“into that silent sea.” They showed a 
distinct Mongolian character, and tt 
would be hard to distinguish a Carib In¬ 
fant from a Chinese child. Some twen¬ 
ty years ago a Chinaman who had 
drifted to Dominica declared the Carlbs 
to be his own people and married a 
pure bred Carib woman. The resultant 
child showed no deviation from the na¬ 
tive type. 

Today they have dropped their man 
eating ways, but in the sixteenth cen¬ 
tury they scoured the Spanish main in 
search of human food, and from Porto 
Rico alone are said to have taken more 
than 5,000 men to be eaten. Though 
Spaniards, Frenchmen, Dutchmen, ne¬ 
groes, or Arrowaks, were all meat to 
them, yet these Carlbs seem to have 
shown preference for certain national¬ 
ities. Davis, for instance, in his “His¬ 
tory of the Caribby Islands,” tells us 
that “the Caribbeans have tested of.nl! 
the nations that frequented them aud 
affirm that the French are the most 
delicate and the Spaniards are liurdcst 
of digestion.”
